forest just across the nearby 
state line three hours after he 
wrested a gun from Patrolman 
Horace Patterson and shot the 
officer in the head, Graceville 
Police Chief Clyde Pelbam said. 


Between the first shooting and 


his capture, police said, Me. 
Cants wrecked four motor vehi. 
cles, stole another gun, and 
robbed two persons. 


The dead boy, Francis Lee 


Fortune, 3, was found by police 
at the edge of the woods where . 
McCtnts was captured. Officers 
chasing McCants said he car. 
rled the child under his arm and 
then tossed the body aside as be 


ducked into the trees, McCants 
surrendered moments later. 


McCants was charged late 


Thursday with first degree mur- 
der of the Fortune child, two 
counts of armed robbery and 
two counts of assault to murder, 
according to William G. Baxley, 
district attorney In Houston 
County, Ala. 


"We're alleging that he shot 


the child," Baxley said. 


Alabama State Investigator J. 


R. Pate said an autopsy showed 
the boy died from one shot 
through the back of his head. 
The bullet was not recovered. 


Virgil Fortune, 33, manager of 


Price's Dairy, was passing 
McCants' home in a truck when 
he saw McCants struggling with 
Patterson, who fctui come to ar- 
rest him on a disorderly conduct 
warrant, Pelham said. 


"He heard Patterson calling 


for help," Pelham said. "He left 
the children in the track, telittg 
them to lay on the floorboards. 


"He did all he could. He 


risked his life, and suffered los.

Robert F.Kennedy, the commit, 
tee voted 29 to fr in favor of the 
legislation. 


Only last week it deadlocked 
16.to.16 on the same measure 
and never before has it been 
able to muster a majority for 
such a bill. 


The Senate Judiciary Commit, 


tee also was scheduled to act on 
the legislation Thursday but 
postponed its vote until next 
Thursday because several sena. 
tors were absent. 


The House committee acted 


about 15 hours after President 
Johnson signed Into law an antt. 
crime bill containing a ban 
against mail-order sales of 
handgins and urged Congress to 
extend the prohibition to shot, 
gins and rifles.

acted handgun provisions are 
similar except that no one under 
21 can buy them. 


Celler said one of the most 


significant features of the bill is 
its restriction on the sale of am- 
munition. R would prohibit all 
mail-order sales of ammunition 
except between licensed deal, 
ers, prohibit the sale of handgun 
ammimlttonto anyone under 21, 
and prohibit the sale of long-gia 
ammunition to anyone under 18. 


Celler said he would act 


quickly to prepare the bill for 
floor action. House procedures 
make it wllkely the bin could 
be voted on before next Wednes- 
day or Thursday.

search. 


It began when a priest, wan- 


dering through the forests of 
Luxembourg after the fighting 
subsided, found the book. The 
owner's name was missing. 


The story might have ended 


there except that Kensler, in 
one diary entry, predicted he 
would be killed and hoped the 
book would be sent to his fami- 
ly. 


The priest kept the log until 


1953 when he sent it to a retired 
Army historian, who noticed 
that Kensler had mentioned his 
outfit, the 28th Infantry Divi- 
sion, now the Pennsylavania 
National Guard. 


The historian contacted Penn. 


sylvaniaAdj. Gen. Richard Sny- 
der, who assumed the author 
had been killed and ordered a 
search for the next of kin. 


Usually only first names were 


mentioned, in the diary, but 
there was one Eddie Kropp. It 
was Kropp"s name which pro- 
vided the key clue. 


At one point in his diary, Ken. 


sler had written: "We got up 
early to go to Columbus, Ohio. I 
never in my life hated to say 
goodbye to anyone as I did Cin- 
dy 'his wife). I love her beyond 
words. I was so blue and had 
such a lump in my throat that I 
couldn't talk." 


The search shifted to Ohio 


where a retired draft board offi- 
clalat Beliefontaine recognized 
some of the names, particularly 
Kropp"s. 


Finally, Kensler's brother was 


located and he explained that 
the author was alive, still in the 
Army and at Ft. Knox. 
' 'It's amazing,'' said Kensler, 


now a master sergeant whose 
decorations include the Bronze 
Star and two Purple Hearts.

Minority Rule 


While the public is fully aware 


of the threatening aspects of poverty, 
war, ghetto problems, and disre- 
gard for the law, they seem to be 
less aware of one insidious prac- 
tice that tops any of these as a 
threat to the American way of life 
—even Democracy itself. This is 
the growing influence of minority 
groups at both state and federal 
levels to pressure legislative bodies 
and bureaucratic agencies to per- 
form actions that are detrimental 
to the majority. 


In the past few years this form 


of "minority rule" has been ad- 
vanced to the point of becoming 
an accepted science. Definite tech- 
niques have been formulated to over- 
ride the thinking processes of legis- 
lators and agency directors almost 
in the same manner that Madison 
Avenue techniques are creditedwith 
controlling the minds of our product- 
buying masses. 


Letter writing campaigns are or- 


ganized. Releases are flooded to the 
news media. Senators and congress- 
men are contacted; either to solicit 
their vote for a specific bill, or to 
bring pressure on the concerned 
gov- 


ernmental agencies. And of more 
recent origin, protest marches and 
sit-ins are staged. 


The system works. 


But only because of the wide spread 


apathy of the general public. The 
average citizen is willing to sit back 
and let any and all minority groups 
gain their goal so long as the gaining 
of that goal in no way works to his 
personal disadvantage. He is un- 
concerned that it may not be the will 
of the majority, that his apathy is in- 
directly supporting rule by a minor- 
ity. That, in effect, he is contribut- 
ing to the eventual downfall of our 
Democratic system—when the final 
outcome will be very personal.

TV Violence Erupts Again 


WASHINGTON — During the national anguish 


over Sen. Robert Kennedy's assassination, the 
TV networks suddenly got nervous about video 
violence and tried to clean some of the bloodshed 
off the home screen. 


ABC's spy series, "H Takes a Thief," dropped 


two assassination plots. A sniper story was 
discreetly edited out of the FBI series. ABC also 
hastily juggled episodes of "The 
Avengers," "Guns of Will Son. 
nett" and "Man in a Suitcase" 
in favor of something less homi- 
cidal. NBC and CBS made simi- 
lar shifts in episodes of "Bonan. 
za" and"Mannix," respective. 


Yet the networks, after a 


decent period of mourning,have 
now resumed their full sched- 
ule of violence. And they have already lined up 
two dozen shows for next season featuring gun. 
play, brutality, sadism and terror. 


The National Association for Better Broad, 


casting estimates that the average child between 
ages 5 and 15 watches the violent destruction of 
more than 13,400 persons on TV. 
"Most are gunned down," reports Frank Or me, 


the association's executive vice president, "but 
fire, rape, poison, acid, spiders, snakes, croco- 
diles, pitchforks, knives, time bombs, live 
steam, poison gas, hypodermic needles and an 
assortment of heavy blunt instruments are all 
used to add spice and variety and thrills to the 
spectacle of death." 


He fears this mass mayhem is destroying 


children's natural capacity for sympathy and 
impressing them with the need for a powerful, 
totalitarian figure to protect them. 


"Today's television," Orme says, "teaches 


children that violence is fun, evil is powerful, 
and the world around and beyond us is full of 
unknown terrors. Our cherished institutions and 
concepts are weak and subject to imminent 
destruction by callous brutes. To survive we 
must delegate the job of protection to powerful, 
single-dimension individuals who disregard me 
non-violent, democratic processes." 


For all their remorse over the slaying of 


another Kennedy, the networks have made clear 
that they will continue to glamorize gunplay as 
long as it wins mass-audience ratings and 
sponsors' dollars. 
NApparantiy the only way concerned parents 
can keep their home screens fit for children is 
to retaliate against the sponsors who pay for 
TV violence. As a start, we have asked the 
Better Broadcasting group, which has kept a 
critical eye on TV for 17 years.to list the ten 
shows most harmful to children. We have looked 
up the sponsors who keep these shows on the 
air. 


1. THE AVENGERS, ABC, Wednesdays. This 


show, which the NABB calls "horrific" and 


"disgraceful," has been sponsored by American 
Home Products, American Tobacco, Armour, 
Beecham, California Prune, Carnation, Cham- 
pion Spark Plug, Colgate-Palmolive, DuPont, 
General Electric, Goodyear Tire, S.C.Johnson, 
L&M Tobacco, Mennen, Pittsburgh Plate Glass, 
Polaroid, Procter & Gamble, SevenOJp, Sterling 
Drug, Studebaker, Sunbeam, Wm. Underwood, 
Warneriambert, and Yardley of London. 


2. FELONY SQUAD, ABC, Mondays. The 


NABB calls this "a vicious, excessively violent 
and morbid show." K has been sponsored by 
AC 
Spark Plug, Armour, DuPont, L&M To- 


bacco, Noxell, Schlitz Brewing, Shell Oil and 
State Farm Insurance. 


3. GUNS OF WILL SONNETT, ABC, Fridays. 


This is described by NABB as "a shoddy west- 
ern" that is "highly objectionable for children." 
Its sponsors have included AC Spark Plug, Bell 
Telephone, Brown and Williamson, Carter-Wal- 
lace, 
Colgate-Palmolive, 
Cool-Ray, R. T. 


French, International Playtex, Lev! Strauss, 
Plymouth, and State Farm Insurance. 


4. CIMARRON STRIP, CBSf Thursdays. "An 


hour of savagery, everything from nearjrape 
to brutal revenge, a very bad show for young- 
sters," says the NABB. The sponsors have been 
Alberto-Culver, American Motors, American 
Oil, American Tobacco, Anheuser^usch, Beech- 
am 
Products, 
Block Drug, Buick, Colgate- 


Palmolive, Formula 409, Gallo Winery, General 
Foods, International Playtex, S. C. Johnson, 
Norwich Pharmacal, Charles Pfizer, Polaroid, 
Procter & Gamble, R. J. Reynolds, Shell Oil, 
Speidel, Sterling Drugs, Union Carbide, United

The list of TV horror shows is lengthy; too 


long to be carried in full here. More will be 
listed In a future column. 


Meanwhile, it should be noted that only rarely 


has the Federal Communications Commission 
taken exception to TV programming. Ordinarily 
the FCC automatically renews a TV license 
when it expires at the end of the three-year 
period. Two FCC commissioners, Kenneth Cox 
and Nick Johnson, recently issued a scathing 
indictment of their fellow commissioners for 
this automatic renewal policy. 


President Johnson has a vacancy to fill on 


the FCC right now and can greatly improve TV 
programming by picking a commissioner who 
will side with the present JohnsonJSox minori- 
ty. 


In most countries TV channels are owned by 


the government, not private individuals. Thus 
most crime programs are kept off the air. 
Significantly, in no other country in the world 
is either the juvenile delinquency rate or the 
crime rate as high as in the United States. 


One way to change this, without resorting to 


government ownership, is for the public to 
exert its influence on the companies which 
sponsor crime and horror, by both writing 
them and refusing to buy their products.

foreign policy and when he was 
invited to draw a distinction be- 
tween his views on Vietnam and 
the President's, simply said: 
"One does not repudiate his 
family in order to establish 
his 
own identity. . .Hubert 


Humphrey as Vice President is 
a member of the team. Hubert 
Humphrey as president is cap- 
tain of the team. There's a lot 
of difference." 


It is true that Humphrey is 


supported for his party's presi- 
dential nomination by the politi- 
cal pros, the labor union lead- 
ers, most of the southern gov- 
ernors, and quite a few big 
business leaders, the strang- 
est collection of bedfellows 
since the invention of the double 
bed. But it is also true that 
he has this support primarily 
because of his record and his 
personality: in fact, sometimes 
in spite of his statements about 
the war and domestic policy. 


His achievement of the last 


20 years in the capital is that 
nobody is really mad at him 
personally. Many people dis- 
agree with Mm. Many more are 
disappointed in him, but he does 


-not inspire personal hostility 


among his political enemies the 
way, 
for example, President 


Johnson does. 


Gene McCarthy and Robert 


Kennedy fought him but not be* 
cause they didn't like him. Even 
the old conservatives in the 
House and Senate who thought he 
was t wild radical in the 40»s 
and 50*s found him personal- 
ly attractive. Humphrey aim* 
self dislikes Richard Nixon-* 


rare sentiment" in Humphrey- 
but Nixon oddly enough, does 
not have the same personal anti- 
pathy for Humphrey. 


"Every conductor of an or- 


chestra makes his own music," 
Humphrey told the Press Club 
in Washington this week, "even 
with the same score and the 
same musicians. But it's dif- 
ferent music." 


This was not a very happy 


analogy, for one of the wor- 
ries about Humphrey is that 
he might indeed retain many of 
"the 
same musicians," and 


most of them are too weary and 
stuck on the same old tunes to 
inspire much confidence. 


But even so, Humphrey is so 


different from 
Johnson and 


from most of the other leaders 
in this administration that even 
most of the critics of Johnson's 
team are willing to give Hum- 
phrey the benefit of the doubt. 
He is a blithe spirit inasolumn 
time and he is still amazingly 
fresh. 


He is not either physically or 


mentally exhausted. He 
has 


not been forced to administer 
a single department in the last 
four years and is therefore not 
stuck in a bureaucratic rut. 
He Is not repudiating the ad- 
ministration, but he Is not say- 
ing he approved of everything 
it did either, and by noting that 
he sometimes gave advice when 
it wasn't wanted, he managed 
to suggest that maybe he had 
some ideas that weren't always 
acceptable to his boss. 


Anyway, no Republican, and 


certainly not Nixon or Rocke- 
feller, is likely to minimize the 
importance of Humphrey's per- 
sonality in this election. Oddly, 
it does not come through on 
-television with the same im- 
pact as it does in the flesh, 
but it is there and it could easily 
prevail in the end, despite the 
polfciM be says be supports.

dimes and half dollars. 


At the root of it all Is a dwin. 


dltng silver supply. The govern, 
ment for some time has wanted 
to melt down its nearly pure sil. 
ver coins, to convert mem into 
silver bars for commercial use. 


The coins were ready and 


waiting—thousands of bags of 
them had piled up in Inventory 
in Uncle Sam's vaults. But they 
were a mixed lot with the old 
silvers dumped In with the new- 
or "sandwich" clad coins. And 
there was no easy way of separ- 
atlng the old from the new. 


Then along came the electron* 


ic separator. 


Here's how it works: 
Dump a. bag of quarters into a 


large pot at the top. The coins 
fly down an electronic-magnetic 


track at lightning speed. The sil. 
ver ones are pulled into one 
channel, the clad ones into an- 
other at the rate of about 500 
per minute. They shoot through 
tubes into huge barrels. 


The clad coins later are sent 


back into circulation. 


Furnaces at the nation's three 


mints—at Philadelphia, Denver, 
and San Francisco— melt the sil* 
ver quarters in minutes. The 


liquid is poured Into bar molds 
and coin-silver bullion is sold 
weekly by the General Services ~ 
Administation in Washington for 
commercial use. 


About 60 million quarters 


have been melted since early 
last month. The separated Silver 
has been sold at auction for 
about $2.30 an ounce, a total of 
$27.6 million.

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 


— President David A. Matlin or 
the Amateur Athletic Union 
agreed Thursday to sign the 
world record application for 
Jim Ryun's 2.year-old one.half 
mile mark. 


Originally, theapplicatton for 


international approval of the 1 
minute, 44.9 second time for the 
mark was turned down by the 
International Amateur Athletic 
Federation because Ryun set it 
in an unsan'ctioned meet. 


Matlin yielded to demands by 


theAAU Men's Track and Field 
Committee that Ryun's record 
be given approval immediately. 


The committee Wednesday 


night instructed Matlin and Col. 
Donald Hull, executive director 
of the AAU, to sign the reappll- 
cation. The two refused Thurs. 
day morning, saying a sanction 
of the meet, held in June, 1966, 
In Terre Haute, Ind., would be 
necessary. 


That meet was sponsored by 


the U.S. Track and Field Feder. 
ation, which is engaged in a 
struggle for the control of ama- 
teur track with the AAU. 


After the refusal of Matlin 


and Hull to sign the application, 
the pair was requested to attend 
a meeting Thursday of the exec- 
utive committee of the men's 
committee, which is supposedly 
autonomous in the sport. 


At first Matlin and Hull held 


out for requiring the sanction of 
the Terre Haute meet but exec- 
utive committee members Bob 
Giegengack, Yale track coach, 
and Payton Jordan, Stanford 
track coach and head American 
Olympic track coach, as well as 
others insisted the application 


be forwarded without that sane, 
tion. 


Although no threat by the 


trackandfield committee to re. 
volt openly against the AAU 
was Issued by the executive 
committee, such a revolt was a 
possibility and was thought to 
have been the reason for his 
Change of mind.. 


The track and field committee 


issued a press release saying 
Matlin "will certify reapplica. 
tion for the record based upon 
and with reference to the com. 
mittee's resolution. Mr. Matlin 
will arrange for AAU Secretary 
Richard E. Harkins of Kansas 
City to add his signature to the 
reapplication for the record." 


Matlin and Hull signed the 


pressrelease. The action came 
on the eve of the AAU's two-day 
annual track and field cham. 
p i o n s h i p s at Sacramento 
Hughes Stadium. 


Ryun, the Kansas star who 


holds world records in the mile 
and 1,500-meters, wasn't on 
hand. He suffered mononucleo. 
sis this spring and hasn't re. 
turned to active competition. 


The track and field commit, 


tee, which includes many col- 
lege coaches, declared in its 
resolution that it "does hereby 
unanimously reconfirm its ap. 
proval of Jim Ryun's 880>yard 
world record . .. and does fur- 
ther certify that all necessary 
requirements of the IAAF have 
been met and does instruct the 
president and the secretary of 
the AAU to sign, resubmit and 
request approval of said record 
by the IAAF and that this reso- 
lution be attached to the afore, 
mentioned application."

Legislation To Change 
Law-Making Machinery 


LONDON (AP) — You can 


see the peers of the realm re. 
clining, even sometimes snooz- 
ing, on the red plush benches of 
the House of Lords. It's a very 
clubby atmosphere. Members 
address each other as "my no- 
ble lord," and mumble "con. 
tent" or "not content" with vofc. 
ing. 


This is the house of Parlia- 


ment that Prime Minister Har- 
old Wilson proposed Thursday 
to reform by "comprehensive 
and radical legislation" that, 
among other things, would elim- 
inate the hereditary right of 
nonelected peers to help make 
the nation's laws. 


Wilson announced all talks 


with the opposition Conserva. 
tives and Liberals about such 
reform have been abandoned 
and the Labor government will 
offer the legislation soon on its 
own. 


The House of Lords consists of 


a little over 1,000 peers. About 
100 of these are life peers, the 
ones who cannot pass on mem. 
bership to their descendants. 
These are the active members. 
The remainder are hereditary 
peers, but only about 100 of 
them attend sessions regularly, 
collecting three guineas or $7.56 
for each day of attendance, 


The House of Lords has been 


declining for years as a tool of 
power in British politics, but it 


has always retained vestiges of 
authority in the legislative proc- 
ess. 


The latest blow by the Lords 


was the nine.vote defeat Tues. 
day of a government order to in- 
crease pressure on Rhodesia's 
breakaway government. This 
was the reason for Wilson's ac. 
tion. 


It is indicative of the Lords' 


current lack of power that .the 
negative vote, according to the 
rules, did not kill the order. But 
it is equally indicative of the 
Lords' residual influence that 
the vote embarrassed the Labor 
government enough to awaken 
demands to curb or kill House 
of the Lords altogether. 


Despite the furor about the 


Rhodeslan vote, the House of 
Lords as a whole is more repre- 
sentative of the public than it 
was a generation ago. 


This is because of the intro- 


duction in 1958 of the life peers 
— active politicians and public 
figures who have been rewarded 
for service to people or party 
with the title of "life baron." 


The controversy centers on 


the voting powers vested in the 
hereditary peers, people who 
hold this power for no reason 
other than that they were the 
eldest sons, closest relatives or, 
in a few cases, daughters, of 
their predecessors.

The belief in the perfectibil- 


ity of Yugoslav society was evi. 
dent among students who took 
part in the recent sit4n here 
before President Tito in ef- 
fect silenced hostile voices in 
the 
Communist 
Parry and 


championed the students' de- 
mands as his own* 


"Don't get us wrong," a beard- 


ed student said, "all of us are 
furious at the silly things in 
Yugoslavia." 


But the almost complete lack 


of fear by the students in Bel- 
grade over possible expulsion 
or criminal prosecution under- 
lines the distance Yugoslavia 
has traveled toward beconuug 
a tolerant society. 


Belgrade students, well vers- 


ed in the arrests, expulsions, 
dismissals of professors and 
the punishment of the parents 
of student leaders carried out 
earlier this year in Poland, feel 
that such retribution is illus- 
trative of "totalitarianism." 


The use of the term also re- 


flected the progress many Yug- 
oslav students believe their 
country has achieved since Tito 
broke with Stalin and pulled 
Yugoslavia out of the Soviet 
Bloc in 1948.

ver certificate boom, have be- 
gun slowing their buying for 
fear they may not have enough 
time left to exchange the bills 
for silver. Many are lowering 
their premiums as the deadline 
draws closer. 


"Wepaid$1.55fora $1 silver 


certificate Wednesday," said 


Joel Coen of Coen-Messer Co. in 
New York. "Today it's $1.45, 
Friday it'll be about $1.30 and 
Saturday you'll be lucky to get

tivity in silver. For years, the 
Treasury held the price of 
American silver at a ceiling of 
$1.29 an ounce although silver 
consumption was outstripping 
production.

W. German Head Charges 
Soviets With Hypocrisy 
BONN — Chancellor Kurt 


Georg Kiesmger of West Ger- 
many blamed the Soviet Union 
Thursday for the latest threat 
to the Berlin access routes and 
charged the Soviets with hypo- 
crisy in claiming they seek to 
reduce world tensions. 


Speaking during 
a parlia- 


mentary debate on the new East 
German rules governing traffic 
between West Germany and Ber 
1m, Kiesinger described the new 
rules as "illegal" and a danger 
to cooperation and detente in 
Europe. 


The Soviet Union approved 


these measures although it pro- 
fesses to espouse the cause of 
peace and relaxation of tensions 
throughout the world," the chan- 
cellor declared. 


Kiesinger said that East Ger- 


many could not have imposed 
the 
new 
rules, which in- 


clude visa requirements 
for 


West Germans and West Berlin- 
ers traveling through East Ger- 
man territory and a new tran- 
sit tax on goods transported 
by West German and West Ber- 
lin carriers, without the ex- 
plicit approval of the Soviet 
Union. 


"The Soviet Union must have 
its attention emphatically drawn 
to the dangers that would arise 
if the present course is con- 
turned," the chancellor said to 
an applauding bundestag. 


The chancellor reiterated that 


Bonn must work together with 
its allies to obtain a "with- 
drawal" of East Germany's new 
obstructions to free access to 
Berlin. He also accused the 
East German government of 
seeking 
recognition as a 


sovereign state by "brutally" 
trying to destroy the German 
will for unity. 


"In reality, East Berlin is 


demanding the capitulation of 
the majority of Germans to a 
dictatorship of a minority," the 
chancellor said. 


He added, however, that Bonn 


intended to pursue its policy 
of detente in Europe despite 
the East German and Soviet 
provocations. The West Ger- 
man government, he declared, 
remains ready to exchange de- 
clarations 
with other com- 


munist 
countries, including 


East Germany, that they will 
not 
use 
force against one 


another. 


Despite 
a considerable a- 


mount of heated rhetoric, the 
theme of detente ran consistent- 
ly through Thursday's debate. 


Foreign 
minister 
Willy 


Brandt, for example, accused 
the East Germans of "indulging 
in an excess of formalism, ma- 
lice and chicanery." But he add- 
ed that "Bonn's policy of de- 
tente will not be changed by 
attempts to block it" 


Herbert Wehner, Minister for 


All-German Affairs and deputy 
leader of the Social Democratic 
Party, declared that those who 
believed the latest East Ger- 
man restrictions on access to 
Berlin did not constitute a Ber- 
lin crisis, 
were practicing 


"self-deception." Brandt, who 
is chairman of the SFD, said 
at a news conference Thursday 
that the current situation is 
"certainly not" a Berlin crisis. 


Government 
sources 
said 


today that Bonn is hoping that 
the NATO ministers meeting 
in.

State Releases County 
Farm Production Totals 


(TMO Harrisburg Bureau) 


HARRISBURG

County farmers last year pro- 
duced a total of 4100 acres of 
corn valued at $426,800, crop 
production figures of the State 
Department of Agriculture indi- 
cated Thursday. 


Of the 4100 acres of corn har- 


vested in the county in 1967, 
records of the department show 
that 1300 acres were harvested 
for grain and 2800 acres for 
silage. 


The average yield per acre 


for corn harvested for grain 
was 61 bushels — as compared 
with the statewide average of 
88 bushels per acre. Corn har- 
vested for silage rounded out 
to 11.8 tons per acre which was 
below the statewide average of 
16 tons per acre. 


On the wheat production front, 


Warren County farmers last 
year harvested 7100 bushels 
from 220 acres with an average 
yield of 31.9 bushels per acre 
below the average for the state 
as a whole. The wheat farmers 
of the county produced was 
valued at $9600. 


Oats production in the county 


last year rounded out to 155,000 
bushels, valued at $119,000, 
harvested from 3700 acres. The 
yield of 42 bushels per acre 
was below the statewide average 
of 45 bushels. 


Barley production stood at 


4000 bushels valued at $4000 
from a crop planted on 100 acres 
yielding 40 bushels per acre (60- 
bushel average statewide), the 
department said in rounding out 


the grain production picture for 
the county. 


On the hay production front - 


the yield per acre rounded out 
to 1.83 tons as opposed to the 
statewide average of 1.97 tons 
per acre. Total hay produced 
amounted to 36,100 tons with a 
value of $1,089,100. 
As to the type of hay grown 


in Warren County: clover-timo- 
thy hay was by far the most 
popular with some 12,500 of the 
19,700 acres seeded in this 
type. Production stood at 21,500 
tons. 


Alfalfa hay was planted on 
5500 acres within the county 
for a production of 12,000 tons 
and "all other hay" accounted 
for the remaining 5200 acres 
-- with a production of 2600 
tons.

West offered a distributional 
raise to three clubs and 
North competed with three 
spades South carried on to 
four spades and. tho his 
opponents had an economical 
one trick save available at 
five clubs, they chose to take 
their chances on defeating 
the major suit game. 


West opened the three of 


clubs, North played the king 
and East won the trick with 
the ace. East observed that 
South had followed with the 
nine and. in view of West's 
raise to three clubs, the 
prospects for cashing another 
trick in that suit appeared

Since West was marked

MUSTY ALLERGENS 


Persons sensitive to fungi may have symptoms when- 


ever they step into a musty room, damp basement, 
or old barn. 
Mold allergy also is prevalent among 


men and women who repair old bedding or overstuffed 
chairs and sofas, as well as among gardeners, fruit 
and vegetable workers, and botanists. The same can 
be said of those who are exposed to molds in grain and 
dust mills. 


The individual who lives or works in damp, musty sur- 


roundings is difficult to treat because the amount of ex- 
posure is too great to counteract with medicines and 
desensitizatioru Many persons who are susceptible to the 
pollen of ragweed, trees, and grasses are sensitive also 
to molds. Unless the combination is known, treatment 
seldom is successful. 


It is easy to overlook the double trouble because 


pollens are the commonest offenders and when tests with 
these irritants are positive, molds are not considered. 
Improvement follows desensitization to pollens, but 
asthma and hay fever never disappear completely. 
They are kept alive by forgotten molds. 


Allergy to molds is suspected whenever asthma and 


summer colds continue long after ragweed is dead. 
The frequency of allergic symptoms from fungi varies 
in different parts of the country. The incidence is high- 
est in the midwest and less so along the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts. 


Diagnosis is made via skin testing. Hyposensitiza- 


tion with mold extracts is successful in 80 to 90 per 
cent of victims with mold allergies, and is advo- 


cated to keep the over-all allergic processes Irom 
becoming too firmly established.

N. D. writes: What can you tell me about muscular 


dystrophy?

In one form that is partial to children, the muscle 
fibers are replaced with scar tissue. The muscles are 
greatly enlarged but too weak to be of practical value. 
Muscular dystrophy is ani hereditary disease thattavors 
males. 
The cause is not known and treatment is un- 
satisfactory.

Mrs. T. writes: Some mothers lift young children over 


the curb by grasping one hand or arm. Couldn't this 
practice injure the bones or muscles? 
REPLY 


Yes. When the arm is yanked, the bone at the elbow is 


displaced and slips under a nearby ligament. With the 
release of pressure, the ligament gets caught in the 
joint. 
The tissue will work itself loose in time, but 


meanwhile, the tot is left with a painful arm. 
FATTY SWELLINGS 


D. N. writes: Is there any cure for Dercum's disease? 


REPLY 


Not to my knowledge. This disease is manifested by 


painful localized fatty swellings and usually affects 
women. In some instances the fatty deposits on trunk 
and upper limbs disappear spontaneously. In others, 
the condition is progessive and the person becomes 
exceedingly obese.

The Water Department, under 


the Tidioute Public Utility Sys. 
tern is owned by the South West 
Authority, is bonded by the War. 
ren National Bank and gets its 
directives from Chester En- 
gineers 
of Pittsburgh who 


handle all of ihe feasibility re. 
ports. Borough Council in turn, 
leases the Water Department 
from the South West Authority. 
K writes the checks for all 
labor entailed in the Water De» 
partment, but in turn it bills 
the Authority for the checks 
written. 


It was unfortunate that George 


Morrison, superintendent of the 
Water Dept. was not notified 
of ihe Council meeting so he 
could be present to give ac- 
curate and quick answers to all 
questions asked by the five rep. 
resentatives from Limestone 
Township who were present to 
protest low water pressure, 
frequently no water, or muddy 
and rusty water. 
Morrison 


knows every inch of water pipe, 
when it was cleaned or flush- 
ed, as well as he knows his 
children's names. 


For those who do not know 


what has caused the situation 
in Limestone Township, here 
are the facts since water was 
first piped across the river. 
We secured this information 
from 
Morrison, 
later last 


week. 


The first water line of one and 


oneJialf inches was installed by 
Limestone Twp., in 1928. At 
that time it supplied about half a 
dozen homes. Later the Tidi- 
oute Water Co., (owned at that 
time by the late Fred Shaw and 
Frank Kapp) took over the line 
and added service as homes in- 
creased. When the water supply 
became inadequate, Kapp had a 
3,000 gallon reservoir built 
which is situated behind the 
present Karl Merkle residence 
above the road on Route 62.

was purchased by George B.

King and John Christy, there 
still was not enough water to 
service the additional custom, 
ers. Just prior to their acquis- 
ition, Shaw had purchased two* 
inch pipe for an additional line 
under the river, this the new 
owners laid in 1962. 


Since that time, homes and 


summer camps have sprung up 
like mushrooms. Now the Water 
Dept. is faced with 80 custo- 
mers, all with three»fourths 
Inch lead pipes to their homes, 
with only me one and oneJialf 
and two^nch pipe lines to sup. 
ply them. 


The Water Department is well 


aware that something must be 
done to better the situation for 
the Limestone customers, but 
it can do nothing without orders 
from Chester Engineers. Mor- 
rison said a feasibility is now 
overdue since May 15; that he 
called the firm twice Monday, 
with the promise of a call back 
at 1:30 p.m. which did not come 
through. Since then he has put 
in two more calls with no sue. 
cess. 


Since Sam Kbnkle, chairman 


of the Council water committee, 
said attempts would be made 
this past week to better the 
Limestone situation. We asked 
Morrison what had been done. 
First, he said the lines had 
been hushed early in ihe spring 
(a question which Konkle could 
not answer Monday night). 


"We flushed them again Wed. 


(June 12) and since then have 
installed stops in the lines to 
give more water pressure to 
those above the road on Route 
62, where the pressure is low 
every weekend while campers 
are here. Drive down the river 
any Saturday during the sum. 
mer and you will see a great 
many 
campers hosing their 


porches, the car, or watering 
the lawn or flowers, while the 
faucets on the upper side of the 
road drip a few drops.

Monday, there is plenty of water 
above the road and it isn't 
muddy."
